Report of activities carried on by the State Board 
of Health, Division of Maternity, Infancy and Child 
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Hygiene from January 1934 to January 1935 in Ply- 
mouth. These activities have been carried on with 
the cooperation of the Otto L. Durand Post and Unit, 
who have given the use of the Legion Home, also a 
Local Community Committee, made up of ladies who 
represent societies of the town. 

Twenty-two weighing and measuring conferences 
have been held. These are held the second and fourth 
Friday’s in the month. The babies and pre-schools 
are weighed and advice given in regard to diet and 
care. 82 different children have attended these con- 
ferences, and there has been a total attendance of 210 
children. 

June 8, a Child Health Conference for physical 
examination was held with Dr. S. H. Olmstead and Dr. 
L. A. Middlton, examining physicians. 

58 children ware given thorough physical examinations 

80 defects were found. 

16 defects had been corrected since the last physical 
examination. 

19 defects were placed under treatment. 

December 14, a Diphtheria Toxoid Immunization 
Clinic was held with Dr. L. A. Middleton giving the 
treatment. 

53 children from Plymouth and surrounding towns 
were given the treatment. 
6 months to 1 year, 4; 1-6 years, 34; 6-9 years, 15 

August 30, a Dental Hygienist was present and did 
cleaning of teeth for 20 children, also instructing the 
mother’s in regard to proper diet and care of pre-school 
children’s teeth. ) 

December 26, a pre-school dental clinic was held at 
Dr. Learned’s office under the Child Recovery program 
with an attendance of five children.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


During the past year 13 new service lines have 
been put in at a cost of $ 203.79. 


Meters have been installed as follows: 68 cus- 
tomers who had none, 2 commercial (large size) and 
11 have been replaced. 


The two reservoirs (total capacity 3,500,000 gal.) 
which have not been cleaned for several years have 
been emptied, thoroughly cleaned to hard-pan and re- 
filled, the cost being $786.66 for labor and supplies; 
authorities recommend that both be emptied and 
cleaned at five-year periods but with the work done this 
year future cleanings can be done at a much less cost. 
The most serious “freeze-up’” which the District has 
ever experienced occurred last February on Summer 
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street, between Highland and Court streets; this cost 
for labor and materials the sum of $1,603.32, the work 
being carried on night and day. during sub-zero weather 
and deeply frozen ground, the ground being frozen to 
a depth of over 50 inches in places. Other “freeze- 
ups” during last winter and spring cost $ 492.97 for 
electrical thawing, alone. 


There were three breaks last year, being on 
Bridge, Weeks and Summer streets and these repairs 
amounted to $321.82. 


Electric power at the pumps was in excess of over 
$500.00 from the previous year but was mainly due to 
the necessity of keeping the pumps in operation day 
and night while the reservoirs were being cleaned and 
re-filled. Since December $203.79 has been spent in 
keeping hydrants cleared of snow and testing of same 
so that there would be no hydrant trouble in case of 
fire. It was necessary many times to shovel these 
more than once during 24-hours as the road and side- 
walk plows would bury them every time the plows op- 
erated, but if the second man on the sidewalk plow 
would stop a minute when the plow covers a shoveled- 
out hydrant the District would probably have been 
saved $150.00 this year and other years in like propor- 
tion. Installing new hydrant on Broadway and also at 
the reservoirs to facilitate flushing and cleaning 
totalled $ 231.57. 


$1,600.00 has been paid on note principal together 
with interest amounting to $2,087.95. 


New construction at a cost of $102.41 was done 
on Langdon street near house of Chester Clifford, thus 
eliminating complaints from water users in that vicin- 
ity on account of a “‘dead-end”’ line. 


No new construction is contemplated this coming 
year unless grant should be gotten from the Federal 
Government, application having been made.

MEDICAL EXAMINER’S REPORT 


To the Members of the School Board: 


May I submit my first report to the school board 
of Plymouth. I have examined some 600 pupils and 
shall list the defects found in order of their frequency. 


1. Teeth 60. It is deplorable that so many chil- 
dren have defective teeth. Considering the serious 
troubles that may ensue either now or in later life from 
the infected teeth, it seems as though we should take 
more rigorous steps to correct this condition. 


2. Tonsils and adenoids 11. Only the obviously 
diseased tonsils were reported. 


3. Ears. 24. The ears were examined by a state 
technician and the number of children with defective 
hearing was found to be fairly high. Notices are sent 
to the parents and the cases referred to the family 
physician. 


4. Skin disease 9. The children appear to be 
quite free of skin troubles considering the number 
examined. Most of these however were of an infec- 
tious nature and steps were taken to control its spread. 


5. Heart disease 6. One case of active endocar- 
ditis was found and reported. The few other heart 
troubles found were of a much less serious nature. 


6. Thyroid gland 5. These cases of goitre are 
of the adolescent type and should not with proper 
treatment cause much trouble.

7. Lungs. No tuberculosis was found. 


8. Malnutrition 8. Only this small number 
were definitely undernourished. 


9. Rickets 2. Two cases of latent rickets were 
found and treatment advised. 


The general health of the children is most excel- 
lent as would be expected in a town so ideally situated 
as is Plymouth.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Plymouth: 


I submit my annual report as superintendent of 
Schools. 


Total enrollment for the school year ending June 
30, 1934, was 759; Model schools, 278, Rural schools, 
278; High School, 348. There were 187 non-resident 
pupils, and 572 residents. Average membership was 
671.97, per cent of attendance 93.4. We promoted 662 
and failed 27. The school board was credited with five 
visits to the schools. Citizens made 554 calls and the 
superintendent 1028. 


February 1, 1935, total registration was 729; Mod- 
el Schools, 277; Rural Schools, 118; High School, 334. 
Non-residents number 187, Plymouth residents, 542. 
Enrollment on the Model School grades remains nearly 
constant. Membership in both high and rural schools 
is somewhat less than last year. No less than twenty 
children belong to families who have had a transient 
residence of a very few weeks in our community. 


Eleven pupils were graduated from the eighth 
grades of the rural schools, nine of whom are now in 
Plymouth High School. All of the twenty-eight grad- 
uates from the Junior High School are in high. Rural 
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schools united in graduating exercises in High School 
Hall. Junior High graduation was in Livermore Hall 
of the Normal School. Both programs were interest- 
ing and original. 


The improvements made in the rural school plants 
during the summer vacation have worked out well. 
Chemical toilets were installed at Baker River and 
Lower Intervale. The Turnpike school-room was 
equipped with adjustable window shades, and the walls 
were refinished. At Livermore a new heater has 
solved the problem of heating. Particularly note- 
worthy are the improvements at Lower Intervale. 
Repairing and refinishing have made this school-room 
very attractive. 


During the Spring term Miss Ynes Minickiello 
substituted acceptably in the Livermore School during 
the illness of Miss Carolyn Stevens. Fortunately Miss 
Stevens was sufficiently recovered to resume her ex- 
cellent service at the beginning of the present school 
year. 


Two recommendations seem justified. The school 
year of the rural schools should be extended to net 
360 half days. This would bring them into line with 
the present practice in the village schools. Music su- 
pervision should be provided. Model school pupils al- 
ready enjoy this privilege through the Normal School. 
I believe some plan can be adopted to afford similar ad- 
vantages to the high school and the rural schools. 
Music is certainly no less important than other school 
subjects. 


The policy of the school board in liberally supply- 
ing equipment, supplies and textbooks is commendable. 
The materials of instruction are thus kept up to date. 


It is a pleasure to gratefully note the new con- 
erete sidewalk laid north and south along Summer 
street in front of the village school buildings by the 
town authorities. It is a convenience long needed. 


I am pleased to commend the action of the school 
district in again voting to renew the contract with the 
Normal School. The children of the village are there-

by assured of the continuance of the advantages they 
are now enjoying. 


Two resignations from the teaching staff of the 
Model schools occurred just before the schools opened 
in September. Nelliemae Connor, the fifth grade critic 
teacher, accepted a position in Nashua High School. 
The marriage of Miss Dorothy Davis left a second 
grade vacancy. This was filled by the transfer of Miss 
Evelyn Werme from the Kindergarten. Her success- 
ful experience and special training in lower grades as- 
sured us of a high type of teaching. For the Kinder- 
garten Miss Wilma Roberts of Dover, N. H., a recent 
gradute of Miss Wheelock’s School, was chosen. For 
a few weeks, Mrs. Rosalind Croman of Pennsylvania 
was critic teacher in the fifth grade. She resigned in 
October to accept a position of leadership in her native 
state. The vacancy is now ably filled by Mrs. Dorothy 
Fussell, who has taught successfully for seven years in 
elementary and high school grades of Whitefield and 
Plymouth. As Dorothy Suitor, she was graduated 
from Plymouth Normal School in 1925. She has ex- 
tended her professional preparation by five summers of 
study at Bates College and the University of New 
Hampshire. 


The school district should face the issue of the 
need of enlarged and improved quarters for the Model 
School. The building is inadequate. The class-rooms 
are too small. The entire equipment ought to be 
brought up to date. The situation should be studied. 
We can not safely or reasonably delay action much lon- 
ger. What better time is there than now when the 
Federal Emergency administration is interested in 
worthy projects. 


There is in our state a very definite trend toward 
consolidation of schools in centrally located buildings. 
An adequated school plant would make possible such 
consolidations as may naturally and conveniently be 
warranted in the future. Long range school planning 
should be adopted. 


The able report of the Headmaster will furnish de- 
tailed account of the activities of Plymouth High 
school. I am pleased, however, to again attest the 
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high grade of the school. The teachers are giving 
their best to the young people. The school is wisely 
progressive. Morale and conduct are excellent. The 
aeonous and humane administration of Mr. Moors con- 
inues. 


Again I strongly urge provision for vocal music. 
We can not afford to continue the serious lack in this 
field of instruction. Our high school should be 
equipped with a general shop for courses in manual 
arts which are necessary to afford opportunities for 
our boys in a type of work in which many of them have 
a pronounced interest. 


There is good progress in the work of all our 
schools. The fundamentals are being adequately 
stressed. Many progressive tendencies prevail. The 
pupils are developing responsibility, cooperation, ser- 
vice, and other character traits through school-room 
activities. Individual differences are cared for. An 
informal atmosphere of natural child life but of real 
accomplishment characterizes our class-rooms. Crea- 
tive experiences in art, dramatics, music, English ex- 
pression and other fields are fostered. Each school 
is also a center of community interest. 


Our teachers are professionally minded. Half of 
them spent the greater part of the summer vacation 
in summer school study, travel or other educational 
activity. Miss Ruth Frye and Miss Edith Giles com- 
pleted their requirements for the degree of Master of 
Education. Several others are very near the same 
goal. 


It is to be hoped that salary adjustment can be 
made in the direction of at least partial restoration of 
the cuts made in the worst of the depression. 


For the first time we are having this year classes 
in adult education with more than 150 enrolled. The 
program is made possible by the cooperation of the N. 
H. Emergency Relief and the State Board of Educa- 
tion. Mr. Albert Gauthier is the field supervisor of the 
State Board. But responsibility for organization and 
supervision also falls upon the local superintendent of 
schools. Classes in bookkeeping, business training, 
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shorthand and typewriting are taught by Mrs. Velna 
Carroll Hatch. Miss Ynes Minickiello guides adult 
groups in modern drama, French, Italian and Spanish. 
On Saturday afternoons Mrs. Maude Gray instructs a 
class of teachers in drawing and handwork. On four 
afternoons of the school week she has arts and crafts. 
Mr. Robert Tinkham of Manchester, a graduate of the 
Music Supervisors’ curriculum of Keene Normal school, 
gives Thursday evenings to chorus singing and stringed 
instruments, and Friday evenings to instruction in 
band music to a group of promising players. We ex- 
pect that a chorus concert will result later this year. 
We also look forward to a regular community band. 


The interest manifested in these adult classes is 
no less than inspiring and more than repays all the ex- 
tra effort involved in organizing and maintaining them. 
We hope these highly important activities may con- 
tinue as a permanent feature. 


Dr. Shirley Olmstead, with the devoted and pains- 
taking assistance of Mrs. Wheeler, the district nurse, 
has given very thorough medical examinations. There 
have been so many calls for his professional services 
during the prevailing sickness that he has had diffi- 
culty in finding time to complete his examination of 
all the children. 


Considerable corrective work has been accom- 
plished. As usual we are indebted to the Red Cross 
Chapter, the Community Chest, the New Hampshire 
Relief and various other agencies and individuals. 
Much more effective follow-up is desirable. Indeed 
adequate health supervision demands the capable ser- 
vice of a school nurse especially trained for the work. 


I strongly recommend that the voters of our school 
district rescind the vote by which the district is com- 
mitted to employing a school physician. If this is 
done the school board will be free to make such ar- 
rangements as seem wise toward the employment of 
either a nurse or physician. The school board would 
then exercise the same sort of discretion in regard to 
health supervision that it now has in the employment 
of teachers. 
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I recommend the choice of a school nurse to do 
the work of health supervision. I do not believe the 
cost oe be excessive. Certainly the return would be 
great. 


Grateful appreciation is due the pupils, teachers, and 
school patrons who have all cooperated in the interests 
of the schools. The members of the school board 
have been kindly and helpful. It has been a pleasure 
to serve as superintendent of schools.

One member of the class of 1932 entered Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire and one of the class of 1933 
Simmons College last September. The reports from all 
these different institutions show that the boys and 
girls are doing very creditable work. 


Colleges are today making a very careful study of 
their applicants in regard to character, health and the 
probability of academic success. A mere passing mark 
in graduation does not assure the latter but it is only 
evidenced by a school record at least 10 per cent above 
the passing mark of the school. The Plymouth High 
School has the privilege through the New England Col- 
lege Board of Certifying their graduates to the colleges 
who are members and many others who accept their 
qualifications. However, it is necessary for the pupils 
to render school work that entitles them to a mark of 
85 per cent. 


School Activities 


The same activities of 1933 formed a place in the 
school program of 1934 with some changes in their ad- 
ministration to insure greater benefit to as many pupils 
as possible. Mrs. Harl Pease has continued her effi- 
cient work in the development of a school orchestra. 
The pupils under the supervision of the different teach- 
ers have conducted school assemblies at least once a 
month. 


The Headmaster, Faculty and Students of the 
School deeply appreciate the interest and effort of those 
in the Community who on various subjects have spoken 
at the assemblies or in our class rooms. 


Athletics have been conducted on the same high 
plane as in previous years. They have been very suc- 
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cessful in the number of games won and have done 
much in the development of character and sportsman- 
ship. Here again, many of the people of the communi- 
ty by their support at the games and their furnishing 
means of transportation for outside contests have made 
it possible to successfully maintain this department. 


Recommendations 


1. That a course be started in shop practice 
for boys 


2. Some provision be made for instruction in 
chorus singing. 


3. That the 1935 graduation exercises be held in 
the Plymouth Theatre. 


Conclusion 


I wish to thank Superintendent Speare, the School 
Board, the Citizens, the teachers and pupils for the 
wonderful and encouraging support that has been given 
me during the past year, as I have tried to serve the 
community of Plymouth through its boys and girls.
